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Death  Rate.-- The  number  of  Deaths  from  all  causes 
and  at  all  ages,  registered  in  3''our  district  was  t)8,  40  Males 
^nd  58  Females,  5  Deaths  of  residents  of  the  district 
occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  2  Males  and  8  Females,  and 
there  were  2  Deaths  of  non-residents  in  }'our  district 
registered,  the  subtraction  of  this  number,  2,  and  the 
addition  of  5,  whose  deaths  occurred  outside  the  district 
gives  the  nett  number  of  Deaths  in  the  district  as  9i),  being 
at  the  rate  of  15'20  per  thousand  persons  living. 

The  number  of  deaths  at  Holh'  Mount,  R.  C.  Poor 
Law  School,  ^vere  7,  all  females  ;  in  the  previous  3’ear  the 
number  was  16. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  under  the 
age  of  1  3mar  was  8,  and  the  Infantile  mortality  measured  by 
the  proportion  of  deaths  under  I  year,  per  thousand  births  is 
63*50  per  thousand. 

Mortality  under  5  years. — In  the  nine  months  of 
1899,  the  rate  was  127*27  per  thousand.  The  deaths  of  11 
children  have  been  recorded  under  this  age,  giving  a  death 
rate  of  1'74  per  thousand. 

Five  and  under  Fifteen  years. — Seven  deaths 
have  been  registered,  a  death  rate  of  1*10  per  thousand. 

Fifteen  and  under  Twenty-five  years. — Five  deaths 
were  registered,  a  death  rate  of  *79  per  thousand. 

Twenty-five  and  under  Sixty-five  years. — Thirty- 
nine  deaths  were  registered,  a  death  rate  of  6*17  per  thousand. 

Mortality  amongst  Aged  people.  —  Twenty-si.x 
persons  died  during  the  year,  aged  65  and  upwards,  equal 
to  a  death  rate  of  4*11  per  thousand. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  deaths  from  these  diseases 
ere  8,  being  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  1.27  per  thousand. 
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Infectious  Diseases.  During  the  year  ()8  cases  of 
Infectious  Diseases  have  been  reported  ;  15  from  Chapel 
Ward,  15  from  Church  Ward,  8  from  Green  Mount  Ward, 
G  from  Hawkshaw  Ward,  and  26  from  Walshaw  Ward. 
Scarlet  Fever  has  been  prevalent  throughout  the  district 
during  the  past  year  (1900),  but  the  disease  has  been  of  a 
mild  character  ;  of  60  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  reported,  no 
death  has  occurred.  The  premises  in  which  the  cases 
occurred  have  been  thoroughl}"  fumigated,  disinfected,  and 
cleaned;  and  the  other  children  resident  in  the  houses  have 
been  prohibited  from  School  attendance;  the  disease, however 
has  uot  been  completely  stamped  out.  This  is  owing  doubt¬ 
less  (1)  to  a  lack  of  proper  means  of  isolation,  and  (2)  a 
want  of  intelligent  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  parents  or 
others  having  the  control  of  the  children.  Handbills  o  n  the 
subject  of  precautions  to  be  taken  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Enteric  Fever  have  been  circulated  amongst  the  house¬ 
holders  in  your  district  ;  also  giving  inlormation  as  to  the 
preventative  measures  necessary  in  case  of  threatened 
Epidemic.  Some  of  the  houses  in  which  Scarlet  Fever  has 
occurred,  require  more  frequent  lime  washing,  etc.,  and,  it  is 
quite  possible  that  neglect  of  this  precaution  may  account 
for  the  recrudescence  of  the  disease. 

In  such  cases  the  owners  have  been  served  with  notices 
to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs.  During  the  past  year  a  few 
cases  of  Erysipelas  of  a  malignant  type  have  occurred,  one 
case  having  a  fatal  termination. 

A  few  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  have  been  notified,  but  I 
am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  there  has  been  no  Epidemic 
of  the  Disease  as  was  the  case  in  1899,  one  death  only  having 
occurred  from  this  disease  during  the  year.  Whilst  this  is  a 
matter  for  congratulation  1  cannot  but  state  that  we  have 
in  our  midst  the  elements,  which  under  favourable  condition 
might  cause  another  outbreak  of  the  disease.  For  instance, 
the  middens  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  in  need  of  a 
more  frequent  emptying,  and  householders  complain  with 
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monotonous  regularity  of  the  difficulty  they  experience  in 
getting  them  emptied  ;  the  consequence  of  this  is,  that  the 
middens  become  full  to  overflowing  and  the  liquid  portion 
escapes  through  defects  in  the  brickwork  of  the  structure 
and  incorporates  itself  with  the  soil.  Mv  attention  has  been 
frequently  called  to  this  condition  of  things  not  in  one  part  of 
the  district  but  generally. 


The  difficult}/  seems  to  arise  from  two  causes.  1st,  that 
only  a  few  of  the  farmers  in  the  district  will  remove  midden 
refuse,  and  2nd,  the  price  charged  by  them  is  prohibitive, 
especially  in  the  case  of  the  poorer  inhabitants. 


The  deduction  one  makes  from  this  is,  that  the  District 
Authority  should  undertake  the  duty  of  Nightsoil  removal, 
and  this  course  I  respectfully  urge  the  Tottington  U.D.C.  to 
adopt. 


There  has  been  one  case  of  Diphtheria,  and  no  Small 
Pox  or  Chicken  Pox  in  the  district  during  1900.  Measles 
has  made  its  appearance  in  the  Eastern  portion  of  Walshaw 
Ward  and  Church  Ward,  this  particular  part  of  the  district 
adjoins  the  Elton  portion  of  Bury,  where,  I  believe,  Measles 
has  been  prevalent  and  many  of  the  children  affected  attend 
School  in  the  Elton  District ;  at  this  time  of  writing  the 
disease  does  not  seem  to  be  spreading,  and  those  affected 
seem  to  be  doing  well. 

Cowsheds. — During  the  year  I  have  made  systematic 
inspection  of  the  district,  particularly  in  reference  to  the 
condition  of  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  ;  the  condition  of  the 
former  is  not  at  all  satisfactory,  very  few  of  those  places  being 
up  to  the  standard  requirements  as  regards  air  space,  ventila¬ 
tion  and  light  ;  the  number  of  beasts  confined  in  some  of  the 
cowsheds  is  largely  in  excess  of  what  is  proper  under  the 
existing  conditions. 
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1  am  glad  to  he  able  to  state  that,  owing  to  representa¬ 
tions  made  through  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  the  owners  of 
some  of  these  overcrowded  cowsheds,  this  condition  has  been 
remedied,  in  so  far  as  additional  accommodation  for  the  cows 
has  been  provided  and  approved  by  your  Council  ;  there 
remains  still  much  to  be  done  in  the  same  direction,  and 
such  cases  1  will  bring  before  your  notice  from  time  to  time. 

1  notice  that  there  is  a  need  for  Midden  steads  in  near!}’ 
all  the  farms  visited,  much  of  tlie  manure  being  wasted  and 
allowmd  to  spread  about  and  soak  into  the  ground,  generall}’ 
about  the  farm  houses  themselves,  this  constitutes  a  nuisance 
and  is  liable  to  lead  to  trouble  if  not  attended  to  ;  Tanks  for 
the  liquid  part  of  the  manure  are  required  in  many  of  the 
farms,  the  want  of  these  being  complained  about  by  many  of 
the  occupiers.  In  some  instances  where  there  is  a  fair 
amount  of  air  space  the  objection  is  the  darkness  ;  this  can 
be  easily  remedied  b}^  slight  structural  alterations,  the  most 
glaring  of  such  instances  I  will  bring  under  your  notice. 

The  Ventilation  of  the  majority  of  the  Cowsheds  is  very 
unsatisfactory,  the  general  plan  being  to  get  tlie  air  required 
from  the  Barn  instead  of  from  the  outside  of  the  buildings  ; 
the  vitiated  air  having  no  outlet  condenses  on  the  walls  of 
the  cow^sheds  producing  a  condition  prejudicial  to  the  health 
of  the  cows  occupying  it.  The  water  supply  of  the  farms 
is  on  the  whole  fairl}'  good,  but  there  remains  one  case  where 
the  watercourse  passing  a  particular  farm  house  is  contami¬ 
nated  by  the  Sewage  from  the  Shippons  ;  this  requires 
rectifying,  the  owner  has  received  instructions  to  abate 
the  nuisance,  but  has  only  partially  done  so.  I  would 
suggest  that  tliis  condition  be  altered  without  delay,  since 
two  farms  lower  down  obtain  their  water  from  the  brook. 

Dairies. — The  Dairies  are  well  kept  and  the  farm 
premises  are  fairly  clean.  There  have  been  no  cases  of 
Zymotic  disease  traceable  to  a  contaminated  water  supply. 
One  or  two  of  the  farm  houses  are  in  a  bad  state  structurally, 
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one  being  seriously  damp,  and  the  other  not  having  sufficient 
living  accommodation  and  the  room  for  milk  storage  is  in¬ 
sufficient  ;  these  cases  will  also  be  brought  before  you  for 
consideration. 

Compulsory  Registration  of  Dairies  and  Cow¬ 
sheds. — During  the  year  Compulsor)/  Registration  of  Dairy¬ 
men  and  Milk  sellers  has  been  adopted  in  3mur  district. 

Lodging  Houses. — There  are  no  Registered  Lodging 
Houses  in  your  district. 

Bakehouses. — The  Bakehouses  are  in  good  order  and 
are  lime-washed  in  accordance  with  the  act ;  there  are  no 
sanitary  defects  in  connection  with  these  places. 

Slaughter  Houses.- — Two  Slaughter  houses  have  been 
Registered  during  the  past  year,  and  the  license  for  a  third 
has  been  refused  on  account  of  insufficient  and  defective 
sanitary  arrangements.  The  disposal  of  the  offal  has  been 
effected  much  more  satisfactorily  than  was  the  case  in  the 
previous  year. 

Water. — The  Water  supply  of  the  district  has  been 
more  continuous  during  the  past  year  than  in  previous 
years,  and  has  been  of  a  better  quality,  consequently  there 
have  been  fewer  complaints.  Water  is  supplied  to  the 
District  by  the  Joint  Water  Board.  Water  mains  have 
been  carried  along  Harwood  road  (Chapel  Ward)  to  houses 
hitherto  unsupplied.  This  will  prove  of  much  service,  since 
the  inhabitants  of  this  part  have  been  dependent  on  surface 
wells  for  their  supply,  and  in  summer  this  has  occasioned  in¬ 
convenience  from  deficient  supply. 


Sewage  and  Drainage. — Part  of  the  district  only  is 
Sewered,  i.e.,  a  portion  of  Green  Mount  Ward  and  Chapel 
Ward  and  the  whole  of  Church  Ward. 
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The  Sewerage  of  VValshaw  Ward  is  about  to  l)e  under¬ 
taken,  which  will  be  another  step  in  the  direction  of  a 
complete  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  District.  Many  nuisances 
arising  from  defective  house  drainage  in  Walshaw  Ward, 
will,  I  think,  be  capable  of  relief  on  the  completion  of  this 
Sewer. 

The  Sewage  of  the  district  is  treated  by  precipitation 
with  Aliimino-ferric  in  Tanks,  and  subsequenily  \2iX\(\  filtration. 

Many  of  the  drains  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  not 
connected  with  the  sewers  ;  it  would  be  advisable  to  have 
a  plan  shewing  which  of  the  habitations  are  connected  and 
which  unconnected. 

Disposal  of  Excrement. — The  excrement  is  removed 
by  the  farmers,  mixed  with  the  manure  or  soil  and  is  then 
spread  upon  the  land. 

The  chief  difficult}'  in  this  connection  is  that  the  empty¬ 
ing  does  not  take  place  with  sufficient  frequenc}'  and 
nuisances  arise  from  that  fact. 

Infectious  Diseases. — These  diseases  are  compulsoril}^ 
notified  in  the  district,  and  have  been  since  1897  ;  there  is  no 
Isolation  Hospital  for  the  accommodation  of  persons  suffering 
from  Infectious  Diseases,  but,  the  erection  of  such  Hospital 
for  a  combination  of  districts  including  this  one  is  con¬ 
templated.  The  houses  in  which  Infectious  Diseases  have 
occurred  are,  after  the  certification  that  the  regulation  time 
as  to  isolation  has  expired,  fumigated  with  Formalin,  and  in 
some  cases  Sulphur,  and  where  necessary  the  owners  are 
served  with  Notice  to  Limewash  and  re-decorate  such  house. 

The  House  accommodation  for  the  Working  Classes  can 
hardly  be  considered  adequate,  but  the  houses  in  existence 
are  fit  on  the  whole  for  habitation,  and  there  is  with  ver}  few 
exceptions,  a  sufficient  amount  of  open  space  about  their 
dwellings. 
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Bve  Laws  relating  tc-)  New  Buildings  are  in  force  in  the 
district,  but  the  section  relating  to  the  erection  of  buildings 
on  ‘‘tips”  requires  to  be  rigidly  enforced.  No  building 
ought  to  he  erected  on  such  tips  until  the  expiry  of  at  least 
two  years.
